Los Angeles, May 10.—The con- 
fessed bigamist-murderer sentenced 
here today to life imprisonment un- 
der the name of James P. Watson 
this afternoon, according to District 
Attorney Thomas Lee Woolwine, 
told that official of the murder of a 
ninth woman victim and stated his 
true name was Dan Holden and that 
he was a native of Arkansas.

SALES TAX IS CUT. 
FROM BONUS BILL 


Substitute to Be Reported 
for Measure to Relieve 
Ex-Service Men— Total 
Bonus Has Been Re- 
duced $400,000,000. 


members of the hoyse ways and 
means committee agreed today to 
bring in a substitute for the sol- 
dier bonus bill with the proposal 
for a 1 per cent tax on sates elim- 
inated as a means of raising the 
necessary funds. Other tax pro- 
visions of the bill would be extend- 
er over three years under the agree- 
ment. 

Under the new bill compensation 


for home service is reduced from 
$1.25 to $1 for each day of service, 
while payments for foreign service 
remain at $1.25 a day. Payments 
would be made for service from 
April 6, 1917, to’ July 1, 1919, under 
the new bill instead of from April 
6, 1917, to January 1, 1920, as un- 
der the pending measure, 

Payments of the cash bonus 
would begin April 1, 1921, and be 
continued in twelve quarterly in- 
Stallments. The four oovtiens for 
the cash bonus—home or farm aid, 
paid-up insurance and tuition for 
edugation——-would have a 40 per cent 
increase in value over the cash bo- 
nue, under the substitute measure, 
instead of being determined on a 
basis of $1.75 a day for each day 
of service. 

The plan of reclamation of land so 
as to provide farms was changed 
in the substitute bill to eliminate 
the $1,000 loan and also to reduce 
the authorization for carrying out 
the scheme from _ $300,000,000 to 
$250,000,000. 

The republicans estimated that 
approximately $400,000,000 in the 
cost of the original measure has 
been eliminated, and that the re- 
modeled bill would call for a total 
expenditure of $1,400,000,000. Taxes 
levied by the bil' would 
effective next December and would 


include the increase on incomes, to- 
bacco and real estate sales and a 
new levy on stock and grain ex- 
change transactions. 

Chairman Fordney, of the com- 
mittee -said tonight that the new 
bill would remove much of the op- 
position in republican ranks re- 
sulting from the original proposal 
to raise some of the revenues 
through a sales tax. The new 
measure will be offered to the house* 
as. a compromise and Mr. Fordney 
said a caucus probably would not 
be necessary. 

The ranks, ratings and classes of 
ex-soldiers and sailors eligible to 
share in the bonus remain as before, 
none above the rank of captain in 
the army or lieutenant senior grade 
in the navy being included.

The committees, however, voted 
favorably on the radical provision 
to bar parking on the downtown 
Streets, and the proposal to estab- 
lish a ‘dimited zone” in which 
venicles may be parked for only an 
hour at a time. Boundaries of the 
non-parking zone prescribed in the 
origjnal ordinance were consider- 
ably revised, on same streets being 
extended. Many minor changes and 
Substitutions were adopted. 

4s finally agreed on, Peachtree 
Street, from Baker street on the 
north, and Whitehall street, from 
Mitchell on the south, are made 
non-parking at all hours of the day 
or-night, together with the follow- 
ing streets: Mitchell, from Pryor to

Carnegie way. 
Limited Parking. 

‘Parking between the hours of 7 
o’clock in the morning and 8 o’clock 
in the evening will be prohibited 
within the boundaries of the follow- 
ing district: Commencing - at - the 
corner of Peachtree and Cain 
Streets, thence south on Peachtree 
and Pryor to Mitchell Street; thence 
west on Mitchell to Madison ave- 
nue; thence north on Forsyth street 
to Marietta street: thence north on 
Marietta to Spring; thence north on 
Spring to Cain; thence east on Cain 
to the starting point. The bound- 
aries were also extended to include 
West Alabama Street, from For- 
Syth to Madison avenue, and White- 
hall, from Mitchell to Trinity 
avenue, 

With the exception of Whitehall, 
from Mitchell to Trinity, the “limit- 
ed zone” as named in the ordinance 
was adopted. The starting point is 
at the northwest corner intersection 
of Spring and West Baker; West 
Baker west to Peachtree; West 
Peachtree to Porter Place; Porter 
Place to Peachtree and Ivy; Ivy and 
Central avenue to Trinity avenue; 
Trinity avenue to Madison avenue; 
Madison avenue and an imaginary 
line from this street across the 
railroad yards to Spring street. In 
the limited zone vehicles may be 
parked fdr a continuous period of 
one hour between the hours of 7 
o’clock in the morning and 8 o'clock 
in the evening. 

Draft Revised Ordinance, 

Councilman Alvin Richards, chair- 
man of the ordinance committee, 
and Councilman C. C. Baggs were 
appointed to draft the revised or- 
dinance, which they announced they 
would have in shape for presenta- 
tion at the next meeting of council. 
The committees were by no means 
unanimous in their verdicts Mon- 
day afternoon, as they voted on the 
ordinance section by section, and 
intimations from members led to 
the expectation that efforts will be 
made to amend the paper when it 
reaches council. 

The committee’s deliberations fol- 
lowed a hearing at 2 o’clock Mon- 
day afternoon at which a number 
of representatives of business in- 
terests on the 
thoroughfares appeared and pro- 
tested against ther. 

Although the bodies voted to in- 
clude in the ordinance the recom- 
mendation that a public safety com- 
mittee be created, all sections del- 
egating its members any power 
whatsoever were stricken, and the 
committee would merely be an ad- 
visory body.

Street Car Regulations, 


As a substitute for the traffic 
signal regulations contained in the 
new measure, the committees voted 
to retain the regulations in the ex 
isting odinance on the city statute 
books. All recommendations re- 
garding street car regulations, 
which ineludes numeérous elimina- 
tion of stops downtown, were 
adonted. . 

All vehicles when parking must 
stand parallel with the curb, head- 
ed in the direction of traffic. 
Neither right wheel shall be farther 
than six inches from the curb. 

No drastic revision other than 
the elimination of one-way streets 
was made in the text of the ordi- 
nance as prepared and submitted to 
eouncil by the citizens’ committee 
appointed by the mayor to evolve 
a measure which would relieve the 
seute traffic congestion in Atlanta.

This advertisement declared, in 
effect, that labor union leaders and 
supporters of Mr. Musgrove were 


advocates of social equality between 
the white and negro races. After 
obtaining the injunction, which pro- 
hibited publication of the advertise- 
ment, Musgrove supporters went 
upon the stump and denied the 
charges,-which had leaked out de- 
spite the action of the court. 
Bryan Fights Underwood. 


During the final days of the cam- 
paign, William Jennings Bryan 
spoke in five counties in support of 
all the prohibition candidates and 
against Senator Underwood and 
former Governor O’Neal. The Ne- 
braskan declared in each of his 
speeches that the prohibition ques- 
tion was still a live issue, and urged 
his audiences to vote against Un- 
derwood and O’Neal, whom he char- 
acterized as the leadere of the “wet” 
forces in this state. 

Mr. Bryan’s appearance brought 
vigorous protests from O’Ngal, whom 
he’ opposed, and Judge Weakley, 
whom he‘supported. Both claimed 
Bryan is the paid agent of the Anti- 


| Saloon league, and resented his “in- 


terference” in Alabama politics. 

Throughout the campaign the 
Anti-Saloon league has officially en- 
deavored to maintain an attitude of 
impartiality toward Musgrove and 
Weakley in the race for the long 
term senatorship, and between Hef- 
lin, Rushton and White in the 
short term contest. Several weeks 
ago a so-called “committee of sev- 
enty” league leaders issued a state- 
ment in which they called upon 
Judge Weakley to withdraw from 
the short term race in order to con- 
centrate allthe pohibititon vote for 
Musgrove. The judge, however, re- 
fused to do so, and has continued 
his campaign with vigor.

If Daniels Had Known. 


Secretary Daniels testified that

“He had not then attacked the 
Irish people,” Secretary Daniels 
testified.

Secretary Daniels said he had 
never publicly or privately  criti- 
cised Admiral Sims for lack of ear- 
ly vision in connection with the 
North Sea mine barrage projcet, “or 
his other mistakes or wrong views.” 
Admiral Mayo succeeded in convinc- 
ing the British admiralty of the 
soundness of the barrage scheme, 
where Admiral Sims had failed, he 


said. 

“Although the department had 
disapproved of some of his recom- 
mendations and denied some of his 
desires,” said Secretary Daniels, “1 
mistakenly supposed until the lat- 
ter part of January, 1917, that he 
had accepted and acquiesced, with 
more or less grace, in the depart- 
ment’s disposition of ships and its 


ficer accepts the decisions of his 
superiors, even though he might 
personally hold other views.” 


retary Daniels said, had 
wearied and the public nauseated 
with an “abortive attempt to ferret 
out the molehills of mistakes and 
exaggerate them into mountains, to 
make a noble and notable achieve- 
ment appear as the dim and fading 
background of a frontispiece of com- 
paratively unimportant errors of 
judgment.”

No such troop movement over so 
great an expanse of water had ever 
been attempted as the transporting 
of America’s legions to France, 
Secretary Daniels declared, adding 
that “in comparison to that essen- 
tial tu winning the war nothing else 
counted. It was well and expedi- 
tiously done. That fact alone !s 
the criticisms 
heard by your committee.” 

Sims Only Man Injured. 

“The only man injured in public 
esteem by his charges is Admiral 
Sims himself,” said Secretary Dan- 
iels. “The.evidence has had only 
one effect and that has been a feel- 


--ing of deep regret at the necessity 


of withdrawing approval from Ad- 
miral Sims and replacing it with 
deep and lasting disapproval. The 
navy and its service in the world 
war stand without a trace of the 
mud with which a few have svuught 
to bespatter it.’’ 

So far as his own dcts were con- 
cerned, Secretary Daniels said he 
would be willing to let the case 
rest.. The judgment and ability of 
the elevén other members of the 
general board had been brought un- 
der public criticism by one of their 
own number, however, he said, and 
these officers, respecting a naval) 
tradition that naval officers should 
have entered into public dispute 
among themSelves regarding purely 
military matters, looked to the civil- 
ian satisfactory to defend them. 

“There were twelve of these high 
ranking officers charged with great 
responsibility,” said Secretary Dan- 
iels. “You have heard eleven. One 
is the author of these criticisms. 
The twelfth, Admiral Gleaves, who 
was in charge of the troop ships 
that carried our soldiers to France, 
is commander-in-chief of the Asiatic 
fleet, and I do not feel justified in 
ordering him from his distant sta- 
tion to testify. The ten who have 
testified, besides the author of the 
charges, have ably and flatly de- 
nied the correctness or justice of 
the criticism.’’

The latest reports from Mexico, 
to the effect that the Obregon rev-

The whole administration of Car* 
ranza has been characterized by his 
intolerant attitude toward the 
United States. 

Never at any time has he-moved 
to further cordial relations between 
Mexico and the United States, 
which this country has all along 
wanted, and in the interest of which 
it has gone to extreme lengths of 
patience and toleration, even sub- 
mitting to humiliating indignities 
and violations of international law, 
not because it has been afraid of 
Mexico, but solely because of this 
government’s desire to avoid going 
to war that of necessity would en- 
tail the slaughter of thousands of 
ignorant subjects and dupes of the 
Carranza machine who would be 
driven to fight and die in darkness 
as to causes and conditions.

Ault Writes of the 
Rules Under Which 
Primary Was Run 


Editor Constitution: ‘I have read 
with much interést the discussion 
in the press in regard to the se- 
lection of delegates to, the national 
democratic convention. This is a 


very important matter and every 
zood democrat, regardless of his 
attitude in the recent primary, 
should be interested in preserving 
harmony within the party. 


I notice that those who are at- 
tacking rule 10 of the resolution 
calling the primary seem to proceed 
upon the erroneous idea that this 
rule’was made by the subcommit- 
tee, whereas in point of fact this 
rule was a part of the main resolu- 


tion adopted. by the entire executive 
committee without a . dissenting 
voice. This rule was immediately 
published by the newspapers 
throughout the state and the sub- 
committee has never attempted to 
modify or add to it in any way 
whatever. 

Not only was this particular rule 
as embodied in thé original resolu- 
tion calling the primary passed by 


the full,.committee by unanimous 
action, but not a word of criticism 
was published or publicly uttered 
against it by any newspaper, can- 
didate or voter,*so.far as I am in- 
formed, until after the result of the 
primary was announced. 

Rule’ 9° in :this same resolution 
prescribed the manner in which the 
delegates: to the state cenvention 
wer. to be @elected in the follow- 
ing language: “The executive com- 
mittee of the Sever! counties shall 
choose delegates, ta the state con- 
vention freém.aymmong the friends and 
supporters of the ‘candidate — for 
president receiving the largest 
number of votes in the county.” 

Under the aboye rule it was clear- 
ly the duty of the county execu- 
tive committees to choose the dele- 
gates to the state convention from 
among the supporters of the man 


ticular county anf this course has 
been followed as the law governing 
the primary. 

“Rule 10 reads as follows: “The 
delegates to the national convention 
shall be chosen from, among the 
friends and supporters of that can- 
didate for president receiving the 
highest county unit vote.” ‘Under 
this rule the entire convention’ has 
the right to select the delegates, but 
it is expressly provided that these 
delegates shall be chosen, from 
among the friends and supporters of 
the candidate receiving the high- 
est county unit vote, This rule is 
and should be equally as- binding 
upon the convention as rule 9 was 
upon the cownty executive commit- 
tees. 

It seems to me, therefore, that in 
ail fairness there should be. no dif- 
ficulty in arriving at the power and 


duty of the comin’: state onvcn- 
tion. The entire. convention has 
the right and power to name th-+-: 
delegates, but in doing so0- should 
carry out this rule, which was ac- 
cepted by the candidates and thelr 
friends in good faith, -andg elect 
these delegates from. among the 
friends and supporters of the can- 
didate having the highest county 
unit vote. 

‘The entire convention, not a mi- 
nority, will select the delegates, but 
the rule whi: was duly adopted 
by the agents of the party author- 
ized to call the primary and fix 
rules for selecting delegates to the 
national convention, and which fule 
was accepted and acted: upen in 
rood faith by all concerned, should 
b- followed. The candidates when 
they entered this primary imnlied- 
ly accepted and agreed to abide by 
the rules set forth in the resolu- 
tion enacted by the entire com- 
mittee in calling the primary, and 
the result should be as bindings 
upon them and their sunro~ters as 
the award of ar! ‘ars is upon 
parties who submit their differ- 
ences to be settled by a certain 
method of arbitration. 

The entire convention, not a mi- 
nority, has the right to organize 
the convention and to control: its 
proceedings, but party law and good 
faith, as I see it, require that 
the delegates be chosen according | 
to the rule which was acquiesced 
in by all the candidates and their 
friends throughout the campaign 
until after the final result was de- 
clared, 

The state convention has the 
physical power to do a great many 
things, right or wrong, but the 
members of a convention have no 
more moral right to abuse their 
power and disregard thé rules under 
which the primary was called and 
participated an by the democratic 
voters than the county committees 
had in selecting delegates to that 
convention, and I can not believe 
that there will be any serious al- 
tempt to do so. 

The contention that the delegat:s 
to this convention have the right 
to ignore the rules made in. the 
resolution calling the -primary is 
predicated upon the false assump- 
tion that these delegates are the 
direct representatives of the peo- 
ple. It must be remembéred, how- 
ever, that these .delecates were not 
voted ror by the people, but derive 
their power and authority by ap- 
pointment,made in accordance with 
rules made by this same committee, 
When the people voted in the pri- 
mary, they tid so with full knowl- 
edge of the rule“in question and the 
effect port ages Lane it is a ts pee 
sum that they expect. s rule 
to be tottewed. .

Atlanta’s season of grand opera 
by the Metropolitan Opera com- 
pany has ended,.and that city In 
summarizing the results pronounces 
it “by every standard the greatest 
and most successful musical eVent 
in the history of the south.” After 
ten years Atlanta now feels that 
its spring festival of sdéng is “a 
permanent fixture,” and that it has 
won a distinctién as a musical cen- 
ter greater than that of New Or- 
leans or Cincinnati. 

In several years of his manage- 
ment of the Metropolitan Opera 
house Mr. Grau took his songbirds 
far afield. Twice their flight was 
as far westward as Kansas City, 
where the whole southwest gath- 
ered in the big auditorium with the 
Same eagerness to hear James, 
Plancon, Schumann-Heink and the 
De Reszkes as it did to hear in 
the same building the _§silver- 
tongued democrats -gathered in 
their national convention. 

The opera seasons in these towns 
were of as much importance to 
those who might profit from the 
presence of a large crowd with 
money to spend as they were to the 
music-lovers, Put the long distance 
travel was distasteful to the sing- 
ers and musicians, and the enter- 
tainments were frequently digsap- 
pionting in that people who ‘had 
ceme far to hear a great operatic 
star found that they must content 
themselves with singers of less re- 
nown. Mr. Grau abandoned the long 
tours and his. successors did not 
revive’ them. The Metropolitan 
company’s single long flight in the 
past seascn was to Atlanta. 

There was apparently no disap- 
pointment in the engagement in 
this southern city. Caruso was in 
fine véice and excellent _ spirits. 
Scotti, Martinelli, Margaret Mat- 
zenauer and Marie Barrientos ap- 
peared in promised roles, and Miss 
Farrar’ in “Madame _ Butterf)y” 
thrilled “a $20,000 house” to the 
highest point of ‘its expectations, 
In the ten years of its existence the 
Atlanta opera season, we are told, 
had risen from an affair of inter- 
est to the city and the state’ of 
Georgia to “a southern institution.” 
The evidence of this, perhaps, is in 
the fact that the visitors were from 
as far west as Oklahoma and Ar- 
kansas, from the Carolinas on the 
east, from Tennessee and  Ken- 
tucky on the north and the gulf 
states on the south. As a Very con- 
vincing argument of the financial 
Success is the statement that the 
paid admissions represented $134,- 
000, which, an Atlanta newspaper 
Says, was “the largest amount ever 
taken in for seven consecutive 
operas in any season—the world’s 
most renowned music centers not 
excepted.” 

But money was not the . whole 
thing in Atlanta; ‘reater, far 
greater was the beneficent éffect 
of “the noble art,’ which The Con-

CAMPAIGN FUNDS 


The general committee of the At- 
lanta Federation of Trades and the 
Atlanta. Building Trades council, at 
a meeting held last night at the 
Labor Temple, passed a resolution 
directing its members to request 


the various local unions of Atlanta 
which they represent to assess each 
member 25 cents a week toward the 
maintenance of a general fund for 
the purpose of combatting the open 
shop campaign now being waged by 
a number of the contractors and em- 
ployers in this city. 

Inasmuch as the unions affiliated 
with the Federation of Trades and 
the Building Trades council carry 
approximately 8,000 members on 
their rolls, more than 7,009 of whom 
are now employed and are not in- 
volved in strikes, a revenue of prac- 
tically $1,800 a week will be thus 
assured for the general purposes of 
opposing the open-shop campaign. 

The injunction suit pending  be- 
tween the Atlanta Mirror and Bevel- 
ing company and the Glass Workers 
local’union No. 1027 was only’ men- 
tioned incidentally as being one of 
the uses to which the money would 
be put. It will be used to nay strike 
benefits, railroad fares, for litiga- 
tion and other expenses in the gen- 
eral apposition to the. employers’ 
campaign. 

A motion to é¢mpower the general 
committees’ subcommittee of seven 
to extend financial support to. the 
defendants in the American Mirror 
and Beveling company’s injunction 
suit was merged in a general reso- 
lution authorizing the subcommittee 
to act in conjunction with the execu- 
tive committee of the Federation of 
Trades and the Building Trades 
council.

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PLUNGES TO DEATH 


Perry W. Blackler, For- 
‘mer Army Instructor, 
Falls 1,500 Feet at Amer- 
icus in German Fokker 
Plane. 


Americus, Ga., May 10.—(Special.) 
Falling 1,500 feet from a German 


Fokker plane, which had been sur- 


rendered under the terms of the 
armistice, Perry W. Blackler, a 
civillan employee at Souther field, 
was instantly killed here this after- 
noon. The accident happened at 
3:45. o’clock, only a few minutes 
after Miackler, flying alone, had 
ascended for a practice spin. 

It is believed the accident was 
caused by the breaking of some part 
of the machine. The plane fell just 
east of the reservation, and officers 
and soldiers at the post who hur- 
ried to the scene when they saw the 
plane fall were at first unable to 
discover Blackler’s body, which was 
buried deep beneath the wreckage 
of the machine. An ‘officer said 
Blackler’s body was terribly muti- 


lated, having fallen under the oo 


airship squarely beneath the engine, 
which ground the corpse into the 
earth, breaking many bones and 
doubtless producing instant death. 

Blackler’s home address was 5220 
Madison avenue, San Diego, Cal., 
where his parents’ reside. He was 
24 years of age and an experienced 
flyer with a record of 550 hours in 
the air as an instructor at the field. 
He received his ‘training at Brooks 
field, San Antonio, Texas, and came 
to Souther field as an instructor 
during 1918, 

Six months ago he was discharged 
from the military service after hav- 
ing been commissioned thirty-two 
months, since which time he had 
been employed as chief clerk in the 
office of the post quartermaster. He 
was widely popular in Americus and 
throughout Georgia, having made 
many exhibition flights in Atlanta, 
Macon, Savannah and other cities.
